The Need for 
Green Feed 


(Experimental Farm Note.)

Green feed, in some form, consti- 
tutes an essential part of any well bal- 
anced poultry ration, whether for 
young chicks, growing stock or adutt 
birds,» 

The modern tendency is to give a 
somewhat narrow ration containing 
protéin in.a highly concentrated form. 
This is particularly true with, regard 
to poultry kept in confinement and fed 
heavily for. egg production, as are a 
lirge proportion of the birds on our 
‘Canadian farms during 
months. of the year. A liberal supply 
of green feed m'‘nimises the dangers 
of this system .\by adding both bulk 
and variety to the ration. and at the 
saine time replaces a certain quantity 
Ol wieik,

Green feed may be divided into two 
kinds, that intended -for immediate 
consumption, and that which is to be 
held for winter, use. Certain varieties, 
however, are grown for both purposes 
this being particularly true of grasses 
and leguminous plants: 

Among the green feeds which are to 
be used as soon as grown rape holds 
first place by reason . of J its quick! 
growth,” palatability and value 
cleaning and freshening the yards. The 
best variety is Dwarf Essex and it 
should be sown broadcast. Under nor- 
mal weather conditions it is ready for 
grazing rfom five to six weeks after 
being sown. 

Alfalfa makes ,excellent green feed 
for growing stock, and. when cured is 
valuable for winter feeding. It has the 
added advantage of being able to with 
stand prolonged drought. The favourite 
varieties are Grimm ‘and’ Turkestan. 
, Mangels or semi-sugar beets form; 
the bulk of the green feed for winter 
use; they are easily harvested, keep 
Well, and generally crop well. The 
Mammoth Long Red or Gate Post var 
ieties. are preferable, as they contain 
a higher percentage of dry matter. 
Mangels should not be fed immediately 
after being harvested, as when

1922 widespread fires 
devastated the North Country, killing 
Jarge areas of merchantable conifers 
some on Jand unfit for agriculture and 
worse still, destroyed thousands. of 
acres of vegetable mould, leaving be- 
hind a raw, crude’ subsoil on which 
only leguminous crops, stich as vetch 
or peavine; could be expected to flour 
ish. For crops other “than legumes 
these hard-burned soils will’ be tin- 
productive intil restored by a es 
process of upbuilding,’ in ‘which, 
the way, Sweet clover might play a. use 
fil part. Even the ash left by the fire 
is liable to be eroded by wind or water 
and when this occurs a_particularly im 
poverished soil results, with the denu- 
ded subsoil often showing a arge per- 
centage of stones, sittice thes@ are not 
readily dislodged. 

_In- certain districts -of the Peace 
River country theré are raw, hard-burn 
ed, rocky knolls or ridges of that 
character, as well as some draws, where 
the surface loam is thin, These com- 
monly produce inferior crops. ‘ 

It requires humus and- plenty. of it 
to make a soil completely fertile. The 
usual fivé or six inchés of fibrous black] 
loam mould is a heritage of stored-up 
plant “food awaiting the husbandman. 
Burn this and the soil is poor. 

On the garden ‘of the Beaverlodge 
Experiments! Station is a patch where. 
sods have been removed for roofing 
by an. early pioneer. Six years’ inten- 
sive treatment, with repeated heavy 
applications of manure, have never 
produced more than half a crop of veg 
etables on this land. The cream ‘of the 
fertility had been skimmed off. 

Last year thousands upon thousands 
of acres were likewise stripped by fire. 
Along the Dunvegan line near West- 
lock there were -fires burning in deep|’ 
swamp mould, reducing the upper two 
feet to a fuffy layer of ash. on some 
of these extra-rich peaty soils the un- 
mediate effect may possibly be favor- 
able to cropping; but; looking to the 
future, such a conflagration is waste- 


ful in the same sense as it would be to} 


;jburn up a coal measure. 

Forestry experts pro;lzrly deplore, 
the annual destruction in Canada of 
so much ymerchantable timber by fire. 
Even more deplorable is it to roast the 
fatness out of a good agricultural soil. 

Let us clear land in the spring with 
controlled fire, but beware of summer 
fires as of a plague.
